Ter, hath been in ancient times diners wayes vſed in 
the Computation of the ycere; one fachion was vſed a⸗ 
monglt the E gyptians; another by the Grzcians, of whom 

Romans bgfoze Iulius Cæſar did bo:row, Foz this 
tauſe diuers wits haue deuiſed diuers Cycles and Inter- 
talations, to make the yeere of the Sunne to agree with 
the yeere of the Poone, and to obſerue the quinoctiale 
and Solſtices in their due place, Amongſt which, the Cys 
tles, and Fntercalations of l eoſtratus, of Meton, who firſt 
inuente d the Golden number: of Calippus, ot Hipparchus, who 
toꝛtected all their ezro2s , and caſt all ( as it were into a 
new mould) are moſt famous. To ſhew the manner of 
their ſeuerall computations, the crroꝛs which they com⸗ 
mitted, and the meanes how they might be refozmed, is 
not my purpoſe, no2 fitting this (mall woꝛke. 

But at the laſt, Iulius Cæſar, who tmitating partly the 
Computation of the Greekes, and partly the Zgyptians, 
refozmed the Kalendar, in the yeere of the Mold 3925, 
which was 45 pteres befoze the Nattuity of our Saui⸗ 
our, And fo2 this cauſe, by the Councell of Soſigines, 
and other expert Parhamattct » he appointed that the 

ould t of 365 dayes, and < houres, which ſic 
foure times told, make a day and a night:and ther⸗ 
oꝛe he commanded that there ſhould be euery fourth yeere 
one day intercalated, to make in that peere 366 dapyes, as 
in this pꝛelent yeere 1624 it is. And that ycere he called 
leape pere, oꝛ Biſſextile, of Bis, and Sexrus, becauſe the ſixt 
day next befoze the C alends of March, is twice repeated, 
which is the 24 of February: o that the letter F in February 
is twice ſet downe, and the Feaſt of Saint Mathias obſer⸗ 
ued on the lattter, 
Do Iulius Cæſar in the refoꝛmation of the Kalender, be⸗ 
Tanne the yeere on the firſt. of Lanuary , againſt * 
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t placed the Solnen Number, 1. ſhe wing the 
A. . to fail on that day, And becanſe Here — 
an Anticipation of the Equinoctiall at that time of 21 
vayes and a quarter, he therefo2e did ſubtract thoſe 21 


dayes and a quarter out of the common peere, and made | 


that laſt yeere befoze his refoꝛmation to conſiſt of 344 
dayes. Chis coꝛt ection of the yeere (as Solinus teſtifieth) 
was cozrupted by thetgnozance of the Heathen Pttefts; 
but againe reffo2ed by Auguſtus. | 

This intercalation gf Iulius Cæſar, did ſerue fox many 
peeres, without ſenſible erroꝛ. But tt is apparent, by 
reaſon of the erceſſe of certaine minutes in the Julian 
veere, that in pzoceſſe of time, the Equinoctials were va: 
ried from their fixed day; and the Gol den number did 
ſerue no longer to ſhew the change and full of the Moon. 
Fox the true yeere wanteth of the congputation of the 
yeere, — qe by Czſar, ſometimes bunt 5 minutes, o: 
the twelfth part of an houre, as was in Prolomyes ttme : 
fometimes a quarter of an houre, as the obſe ons of 
Mahumetes Aretenſis teſtiſte; and ſontetimes the fift part 
of en honre, as in the dayes of K. Alphonſus: which Tro⸗ 
picall yeere how it encreaſeth, and decreaſeth, any man 
may know, if he conſnlt with the Pꝛutenicke Tables, 
compoſer by Eraſmus Remholdus, on Whoſe credit the cer- 
tainty thereof muſt rely. 2 ; 

The refozmation of theſe errozs thus crept into the 
Roman Kalendar of Julius Cæſar, hath been wiſhed fo: by 
divers learned men: and in that part rekoꝛmed by Nope 
Gregory the 13, who bꝛought the qu noctial day to the ſame 
place ft was. at the firſt Councell of Nice, mating the 

eere to conſiſt of 355 daves, 5 houres, 49 minute s. And 

ceping the leape yeere euery fourth yeere,and omitting 
th:ee leape peeres in 400 yeeres, it will alter very little 
from this ſfation;although it be not preciſely true, becauſe
